tributions than preceding acts. 
In 


computing net income tho individual 
taxpayer may deduct from gross in- 
come contributions or gifts made dur- 
ing the year 1924 to or for the use of 
the United States, and State or Terri- 
tory, or any 
political 
subdivision 


thereof (city, to-wn, county, or village) 
or the ^District of Columbia, "for ex- 
clusively public purposes." A gift of 
real estate to a city to be maintained 
perpetually as a park la an allowable 
deduction. Contributions -by individ- 
uals to a fund raised for the purpose 
of Inducing an Industrial plant to 
locate in their olty would not be an 
allowable deduction. 


Other allowable deductions are for 


contributions to any corporation or 
trust, or community chest, fund, or 
foundation, 
organized and operated 


exclusively for religious, charitable, 
scientific, literary, or educational pur- 
poses, or for the prevention of cruelty 
to children or animals, but only if no 
part of th& net earnings of which In- 
ure to the benefit 
of any private 


shareholder or individual. 
The 1924 


act provides also for deductions for 
contributions to ths special fund for 
vocational rehabilitation and—a new 
provision—"posts or organizations of 
war veterans, or auxiliary units or so- 
cieties of any such posts or organiza- 
tions If organized -within the United 
States or any of its possessions, and if 
no part of their net earnings inure to 
the benefit of any private shareholder 
or individual."

J3ritam, which has not kept up with

The controversy over the place that air- 


craft is to have in "the next war" is not 
so easily decided. 
It is a question on 


which experts will disagree, and will con- 
tinue to disagree. 
Those whose hobby is 


aircraft put it ahead of even battleships 
and cruisers. 
Our military authorities, 


in whom we ought to place the greatest re- 
liance, continue to hold, however, that the 
battleship is the first line of defense and 
that aircraft is but an auxiliary factor in 
both land and naval warfare. 


We should not neglect our aircraft 


We should keep it up to & high standard 
of excellence, develop it to its full possi- 
bilities through science and invention, 
and when we come to numbers we should 
be governed at least to some extent by the 
policies of other nations. 
We should not 


get the idea that aircraft can supersede the 
navy or any functions of it. 
Our navy is 


our greatest protection and it is doubtful 
if the time 'uall ever come when it will bo 
otherwise. 
Aircraft as a part of naval 


equipment is important—though not all- 
important—ard should not be neglected.

A SOUR STOMACH. 


As we physiologized the other day, every healthy 


individual has an exceedingly sour stomach when 
his stomach is busy, the normal gastric Juice con- 
taining about 0.5 per cent of hydrochloric (muratic) 
acid when secreted and about 0.2 per cent when 
mlxea with the meal It Is working on, and any 
healthy person who has ever accidentally regrurl- 
gated a little gastric Juice or chyme int ohls esoph- 
gus (srullet) and up as far as the throat, will testify 
that the gastric Juice is sour, sufficiently sour to 
produce "waterbrash" under such circumstances, or 
maybe Just 'h'ear-burn" if It gets no higher that 
the esophagus. 


Well, then how come so many folks complain of 


"sour stomach"—or be that as it may, what's good 
for it? "Acid dyspepsia," "hyperacidity of the stom 
ach" and sour stomach, are different names for the 
same thing. Such a complaint is common in so 
many different conditions that it would be of ques- 
tionable health value to attempt to enumerate the 
diseases in which "acid dyspepsia" occurs, but it 
may be worth while to discuss a few of the condi- 
tions which give rise to sour stomach. 


Tobacco poisoning is a nortorious cause of har- 


peracidity of the stomach. Tobacco poisoning oc 
curs when anybody uses tobacco intemperately, im- 
moderately, excessively

some poisonous effects. The tobacco weakling v ho 
has to have his dope'even before breakfast or at 
any other time when his stomach Is empty is espec-

effects of tobacco manifest themselves—hyperacid- 
ity, cough, palpitation or more serious disturbances.

young- adults, with laige eyes, cold hands, slow 
heart, "nervous" temperament, are subject to ex- 
cessive acidity of the stomach, the experienced phy- 
sician recognizes in these individuals the vagotonic 
disposition and treats them with more or less 
success on that basis.

oi "acid dyspepsia" to "overwork"—which certainly 
pleased the patient's vanity but didn't correct the 
sins by that overworked alibi. The truth which one 
can tell when no private patient is listening, is 


i that the e\il effects attributed to "overwork" or 
"overstudy" are really due to resort to various stim- 
ulants, tobacco, alcohol, drugs, tea, coffee, even ex- 
cess of food, to whip the fatigued body along or, 
quite as often, to efface the wearfeness of ennui 


A dietary crime -which Is committed in too many 


homes and which is responsible for much stomach 
sourness. Is the abuse of such condiments a vine 
Erar, mustard, pepper, cinnamon, peppermint, and 
the like, all of which are irritants to the mucous 
membrane of the stomach, none of which has any 
food value. Children, particularly, should be epaied 
these Insults as much as possible, whether by the 
unrestricted use of the condiments as such or in- 
dulgence in hot sauces, salad dressings, "hot dog" 
and other inventions of a jaded appetite

"We are likely to think of eclipses 


as occurring- only to the sun 
and 


moon but As a. matter 
of fact 
the 


phenomenon Is common In the sky. 
Jupiter and Saturn with their many 
moons present frequent eclipses that 
can be seen by the terrestrial observ- 
er. 
It Is of Interest 
to note 
that 


the first 
deteiminatlon of the 
ve- 


locity of light was made after ob- 
seivmg a peculiarity In the eclipses 
of the satellites of Jupiter. 
Before 


farthest apart

llevod that light was transmitted In- 
stantaneously. 


But about 1676 Eoemer, a Danish 


astronomer 
then 
at Paris noticed 


that when the observed times of the 
eclipses of the moons of Jupiter were

vealed. The eclipses were often later 
than the predicted times by a vary- 
ing number of minutes, the extent of 
the delay depending on whether the 
earth and Jupiter were on the same 
side or on\opposite sides of the sun.

prediction and 
observation 


amounted according: to the 
material 


that Roerner had for comparison, to 
more than 20 minutes. The discrepan- 
cy decreased as the earth and Ju 
plter approached each other and dis- 
appeared when they were nearest to- 
gether.
